.Somewhere in Germany, Dec. 12, 'IS 


Dear Sister; 


1 suppose when you look at the head- 


ing" of this letter you will be surprised 
to see where it is from. Nevertheless 
it is t rue, because at present, I am 
in a German town called Ruben bach 
which is about seven kilometers from 
Cob Ion a which is the Yankees' goal. 
I wrote you a letter tie. last week of 
November telling you that our divi- 
sion (the 32d) was one that was picked 
to follow the Germans back to their 
own soil. At that time, I was in the 
country of Luxemburg and our hike 
wan just about half done. By the looks 
of things now, T guess it is all done 
for a while anyway. 


About the hike. T must say that it 


sure was a good one. I am sure they 
never hail a hike like, it over in the 
States. 
We started Sunday, Nov. 17, 
and hiked for two days. We then re.st- 
od one day. 
Then we hiked for four 
days and. rested a week. This rest was 
in Luxemburg:. On Sunday, Dec. 1, we 
hiked into Germany, this being the 
first day we were on German soil. On 
Dec. 
2 and 3 there was more hiking 
and on the fourth came a. rest, anri 
also fi payday for us. 
I received four 


months' pay which I was badly in need 
of- 
On "Dec. 5 we started again and 


hiked until the llth until we reached 
our present stand. 
I do not know 


how far. we hiked altogether, but for a 
guess, I will say between 150 and 1!00 
miles. 


The second day out on the hike my

caching of the Herman language in 
lilwaukee grade schools may disap- 
tear entirely wiien the new semester 
legins in February. 
In only one school 


n tho city now is German being taught 
.nd. under the resolution of the school 
luard abolishing foreign language in- 
iruetion, it would he discontinued at 
he end of the term in June. 


In 1516, 200 teachers were employed 


o give instruction in the German ]nn- 
-uage to 30,000 pupils anfl at the end 


f 191S, .oniy one teacher was employed 
o instruct 400 pupils in the German 
angnage. 


One of the final instances in con- 


lection with the elimination of Ger- 
fian instruction came with the recent 
unouucement that Leo Stern, assistant 
uperiatendent of schools in charge of 


the foreign language department, had 
resigned. The school board last August 
voted to abolish the foreign language 
department at the end of the present 
year. 
Mr. Stern's term expires Juaa 


30. .Mr. Stern in his letter to the school 
board said that after a service of 35 
years, in the -Milwaukee schools, he felt 
that he was "entitled to a rest." 


Mr. Stern was president of the Wis- 


consin branch ot" the German-American 
alliance from tho time of its organiza- 
tion in 1006 until it was disbanded in 
1917. 
Lie was alao nt one time a vice 


president of the national organization.
